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VISION AND OOURAOE NECESSARY 

I N THE LAST THREE YEARS CANADA 

Ku .pent an cnonnoui amount of money on un¬ 
employment relief for which there i» little or nothing 
to show: but it it not too late to prevent the continu¬ 
ance of this haphazard ryatem of meeting what ia, 
after all. our grarat national problem. It » to be 
hoped that at the forthcoming conference between the 
province! and the Dominion tomething really practical 
will emerge. ' t _ 

There is so much that could be done w4h the 
mooey now bemg tent to unproductive channek that 
it is inconceivable this policy shoujd be perdufed to 
continue. Canada it not the only sinner in its timidity 
to do something which would redound to the benefit 
of the country and at the same time preserve the 
morsle of hundreds of thousands who are out of 
deployment. 

As Mr. Lloyd George pointed out to the people 
of Bgain recently, by die end of the lifetime of the 
present British Parliament something like $7,250.- 
000.000 since 1920 will have been spent on main¬ 
taining the unemployed. This it approximately twice 
at much at the total of Great Britain's national debt 
before the war. He then mentioned a few dungs 
which could have been done with that mooey. iuch 
as clearing the land "of the infamy of slums, the 
improvement of transport facilities by a comprehensive 
scheme of railway electrification, the improvement of 
existing and the budding of new roads, docks and 
canals, and so on. 

ft it only natural for the young men and young 
women who are about to leave school or college to 
ask why the men entrusted with running governments 
have not hid the vision or the courage which ordinary 
business demands if commercial success is to be won. 
These citizens of to-enorrow are ready to bags their 
fife's work, the battle for which their framing has 
•quipped them. The country hat invested a good deal 
of money on their education; it it for die country to 
make sure that it will get dividends from that invest¬ 
ment. Hit or miss methods of dealing with the prob¬ 
lem will not do._ 

LADY HOUSTON AGAIN 

B RITAIN'S VERY WEALTHY LADY 

Houston—whose earnest desire to be a practical 
patriot hat brought her into conflict with Premier 
MacDonald on more tha n one occasion—tome time 
ago offered $1.000,000 toward the air defence of 
London. She hat now withdrawn it because the offer 
was not accepted, and she gave the Prime Minister 
a piece of her mind as follows; 

“I alone have dared to point out-the dire need 
for air defence of London. You have muzzled others 
who have deplored this shameful neglect. London 
it the only capital in Europe without any air defence* 
You have treated my patriotic gesture with a contempt 
such as no other government would have been guilty 
of toward a patriot." 

Lady Houston is an a enthusiast who bat backed 
maay achievements, including the flying expedition 
over Mount Everest and Britain's final successful 
effort to capture the Schneider Cup. A similarly 
stinging letter went to Mr. MacDonald when, as 
head of the Labor government, he refused to finance 
the cup race at far as British entrants were concerned. 
So Lady Houston did it and then constituted herself 
as Socialism's bitterest enemy. 

What private opinions the cabinet held about 
this latest generous offer of Lady Houston's we may 
never team They at least would not question the 
lady's burning desire to help a government to get a 
move on in the direction in which she is most inter¬ 
ested. But it teems a little bit rough on the Prime 
Minister to give him a second public scolding for 
something for which he could hardly be held wholly 
responsible. He is a very lonely Prime Minister, 
surrounded by colleagues who. with one or two ex¬ 
ceptions. worship at a political shrine where the creed 
of-Mr. MacDonald—or what still is supposed to be 
his creed despite his tolerated presence in strange 
company—it hated as much as Lady Houston 
hates it 

However^ not being able to persuade tbe govern¬ 
ment to take the million for the air defences of 
London, no doubt Lady Houston will find many other 
ways to dispose of it in those numerous districts in 
Britain where meals do not come too frequently and 
where houses differ very much from those of May- 
fair. Many good works stand to her credit. Her 
wealth and her philanthropic instincts will not be 
unpaired by this latest brush with Mr. MacDonald. 

BISHOP MURRAY LEAVE* 

R T. REV. GERALD MURRAY S DEPAR- 

lurc for Saskatoon to-day marks another step in 
his career at a prelate of the Roman Catholic Church 
which has been distinguished for noteworthy service 
and exceptions diversity. He was born in Montreal 
less than fifty years ago. and it was there, after train- 
tag in several of the historic institutions of the church 
in Quebec, he was ordained to the priesthood. Sub¬ 
sequently he was attached to mission band service in 
Baltimore, afterwards proceeding to Rome for a post¬ 
graduate course in philosophy. Later he became Pro¬ 
fessor of Philosophy it Esopus, New York, and then 
Rector of St. Mary’s College. Brockville. He was 
Provincial of the province of Ontario when he was 
appointed Bishop o.' Victoria. 

With such a background, combined with his 
many fine personal qualities, it was inevitable not 
only that his administration of the See here should 
be highly 'successful, but that he should gain the good¬ 
will and respect of the district without regard to re¬ 
ligious distinctions. The widespread regret over his 
departure, however, is tempered by the circumstance 
that for the next few years he will remain m Canada, 
and that British Columbia's loss will be Saskatche¬ 
wan's gain. Ha carries the best wishes of many 
friends in thie community. — - 


ALL IN GOOD TIME 

A T LEAST RT. HON, L. S. AMERY DOES 

not belong to that element in Gnat Britain 
which believes emigration is a policy for dealing with 
unemployment. He regards the movement of peoples 
as one which can not be separated from general eco¬ 
nomic policy. - ■ 

"Once the tide of prosperity is set flowing in the * 
Dominions by giving them assured access to their 
markeU,” Mr. Amery writes in The British Trade 
Review, "the tide of migration will tend to flow, too, 
and then the valuable machinery of the Overseas 
Settlement Act and the great experience gained under 
its operation, will really work at full preeture and 
bear its good fruit." 

When the Dominions have sufficiently recovered 
economically an as to be able once again to invite 
new settlers—Canada will certainly have to be satis¬ 
fied that all Iter employable workers have been ac¬ 
commodated first—very ri^id regulations will bn 
necessary as bars to those who come within the cate¬ 
gory of doubtful risks. As Mr. Amery very properly 
emphasizes, "the first test to apply to any would-ba 
migrant it whether he is going to make good." but 
"the more enterprise and capacity he hat already 
shown, the more he should be encouraged." 

The cate of the state of Victoria in Australia 
it a glaring example of how not to promote migra¬ 
tion from Great Britain to the Dominions. Nine 
years ago 300 British settlers emigrated to that eac- 
lion of the southern Dominion full of hope that they 
would find work and happiness away from over¬ 
crowded Britaia. The British government encour¬ 
aged them and the stale of Victoria promised them 
land. But in the Australian state evidently they 
found themselves" m a semi-desert land where it was 
impossible for most of theta to scratch a bare living 
out of the soil. For nine years they strove with the 
state government for redress. During this time many 
were kept alive only by the gene-osity of the Austra¬ 
lian storekeepers who advanced them credit. 

Finally the government of Victoria compensated 
them with between $2,000 and $2,500 each, with 
which to return to their families m Britain. Some 
of them left Australia without repaying a cent to 
the storekeepers, according to a London correspon¬ 
dent of The New York Timet, and consequently 
stirred up resentment that promises to last for years. 

Canada, of course, hat no objection to admitting 
any person healthy in mind and body, ready to obey 
the lasvs of Jthe country and become a useful citizen, 
to long as that person shall be possessed of sufficicot 
funds upon which to subsist for aa indefinite period, 
fully recognizing that he or the wrH not be allowed 
to become a public charge. Our own people natur¬ 
ally are a first charge on die country. 

THE RADIO IN CANADA 

T IE MARKET FOR RADIOS IN CAN- 

ada showed a decided improvement m the last 
quarter of 1933. Soles in this industry did not reach 
their height until 1.931. In 1932 a general reduction 
in retail demand cut tales in half. Lost year on 
upward trend tutted in the third quarter and sales

was a close approach to the total sales of 1932. haH 
the sales for the year being made in the last quarter, 
lire use of radio throughout the country has continued 
to increase year by year. In the fiscal year ended 
March. 1933. the record of licensed lets was regis¬ 
tered at 761,288. an advance over the previous year 
of more than 160,000. 

The total number of radio lets told in Canada in 
1933 was 130.493. compared with 133.454 u 
1932.- The first quarter of last year showed tales 
of 21,814 sett against 42.404 in the first quarter of 
1932; in the second quarter of 1933, tales were 
14.084 lets compared with 11.210 in the year pre¬ 
vious , third quarter sales were 29,366 in 1933 and 
34,300 in 1932; while m the fourth quarter. 1933. 
sales reached 65.229 compared with 45.540 ia the 
last quarter of 1932. Ontario led in proportion of 
ules in 1933 at 41.1 per cent. Quebec being second 
at 20.3 per cent, and British Columbia third at 10.2 
per cent. The Maritime Provinces reported 6.7 per 
cent of the total sales, Manitoba 9.6 per cent, and 
Saskatchewan and Alberts combined with 12.1 per 
cenL Returns published cover reports made to the 
government by fourteen companies engaged in the 
radio business. *——■- • 

At the beginning of 1933 radio manufacturers 
had on hand 32.1 75 machines which, with the year's 
production of 112.272 sets, made available for sole 
a total of 144.448 Cajiadiao-made receiving sets. 
Out of this available supply sales during 1933 ac¬ 
counted for 130,493. while inventory on December 
31 was reported at 13.059 sets. Of the 112.273 
sets produced during 1933 alternating current sets for 
use in connection with electric house wiring numbered 
91.401 and baiicry sets 20.872. Of the alternating 
current seUi^4.7l9 were consoles. 38,085 table and 
mantel sets and 8.597 combination sets. Combina¬ 
tion phonograph-radios numbered 820 and medium 
and short wave combinations 7.777.

Everybody 
will make money except the fellows 
left bolding tbe bag at the end 
Or. if the mine Is a success, against 
which the chances are probably at 
least a hundred to one. it will start 
producing a yellow metal called gold, 
one of the moat useless of all metals,

And this yellow metal will be 
ground out of the* ore. dissolved in 
cyanide, recovered and shipped In 
bricks to the mint.

DOMESTIC HELP 

To the EditorLet me congrat¬ 
ulate you on your publica t ion of wwv- 
•ral letters recently on the treatment 
being handed out to domestic help In 
and about this city. At last the truth 
is being made known. Borne servants 
are being employed for as low aa *6 
a month, and are being required to 
work for longer hours than a decent 
man would work a horse. The sooner 
this Is stopped the better. 

Among those who employ help 
there are those who are In a position 
to pay oroper wugea and those who 
sis not. Those who can but won’t are 
simply taking a mean and contempt¬ 
ible advantage of present conditions. 
They expect long hours of drudgery 
for wages that are nothing but an 
Insult. At the same time they can 
afford to go out and gamble their 
money at bri dge, go rid ing in their 
cars, petronlat'chaFITy functions and 
appear well-dreaaed at church. But 
when they get home, apparently they 
leave whatever humanitarian prin¬ 
ciples they have on th* doorstep. And 
the tragedy ia that ws 1st them gel 
away with it. 

There are others who employ help 
who have no business having a ser¬ 
vant. They cannot afford It. Either 
the woman of the house U simply too 
lacy to do her own housework or else 
ahe wants to “put on the dog. ’ 
Whichever ft is. th« way they Uka 
advantage of Women and girls in 
need of employment is a disgrace. If 
these people cannot afford to pay de- 
cent wages, then it la time the woman 
of the house "cut out the dog’’ and 
did her own housework. 

Tbe situation calls for reform. 
However, tbe problem la not aa simple 
as It appears, and nothing ia likely 
to be done unless some responsible- 
body will collect comprehensive data 
on the whole Question and make some 
really practical suggestions to the 
authorities. The domestic eervanu are 
not in a position to do this them¬ 
selves What la wanted la a Join* 
committee representing several or- 
gsnteatlorur interested in labor and 
social questions that will collect re¬ 
liable Information, formulate sensible 
proposals for reform end stimulate a 
wide-spread public Interest In the 
matter. 

Unless something la done along 
these lines, a large number of our 
women and stria will continue to be 
treated In a wav no one could treat 
j a Chinese servant and get away 
; with It.

The two mature- a r c q u ite d ist inct 
In a federation thy federal and pro¬ 
vincial government# have separate 
functions, and If either Infringes on 
the powers of the other such legisla¬ 
tion is said to be ultra vires, or 
Illegal, and can be set aside by the 
courts. But the court* have no Juris¬ 
diction over legislation which, al¬ 
though Intra vires, is unconstitu¬ 
tional. Tt la arguable that the act li 
Intra vires, although even on that 
point Mr. Bennett's opinion to the 
contrary on grounds which Mr. Pat- 
tullo’s advisers apparently over¬ 
looked. la one 1 think the Privy 
Qouncll Would endorse, 

But aa a pupil of the greatest con¬ 
stitutional lawyers of our era. Anson 
and Dicey. I can state definitely that 
no one with any acquaintance with 
tbe custom and practice of the con¬ 
stitution could possibly suggest that 
the act la constitutional. 

Our constitution mainly rests on a 
large body of customary rules which 
are observed with the utmost regu¬ 
larity. Of these the moat elementary 
and fundamental of all la the princi¬ 
ple that “legislation rests with the 
King in Parliament.’* 

To delegate general powers of leg¬ 
islation to anyone else la not only 
unprecedented, but a breach of the 
rule of common law that discretion¬ 
ary power* cannot be delegated. 

Aa Lord Bankey stated In a recent 
case, even the delegation by Parlia¬ 
ment to tbe executive of power to 
regulate Imports by license would be 
“unprecedented .*" 

The unconstitutional character of 
tbe BP A waa admitted In advance by 
tbe government, for in the circular 
distributed broadcast to th* elector*. 
It aald “the Liberal Party believes 
that the present crisis has been made 
ah excuse for the usurpation of the 
rights of Parliament and the assump¬ 
tion of autocratic power* by the 
Cabinet.

■nd who responded to hU teaching 
Jesus drew twelve Into sn Inner circle 
of dUclpleehlp. Later be appointed 
others and sent them forth, two by 
two, proclaiming the message of re¬ 
pentance and the kingdom of God. 

But throughout his brief ministry 
until his death and resurrection It 
Is with the experiences of these twelve 
that we a^e concerned chiefly. We 
have no detailed picture of the means 
by which Jesus taught and trained 
them, but we have repeated Indica¬ 
tions that the human material waa 
not molded altogether easily, and that 
even the greatest of teachers was not 
able always to make th« truth clear 
and effective in the mind and heart 
of his pupils. 

Concerning some of the twelve 
apostles wa have very little knowl¬ 
edge. but others, particularly Petri, 
John. James. Thomas and Judas 
start'd forth in the New Testament 
narrative In a distinctive way. They 
must have been men of unusual I 
character to have been drawn to Jesus 


in any sense perfect. The work of 
the world has not been done by per¬ 
fect men. 

The ministers of grace often are 
imperfect in some respect, and It la 
no Judgment upon those who min¬ 
ister in the name of Christ that 
faults are found In them, though 
there Is nothing In the gospel that 
they preach to palliate or condone 
these faults. 

Even th^ best of men learn slowly 
to discoand conquer their un¬ 
worthy acts and tempera. 

The great thing about them twelve 
disciples la that their hearts were 
centred on right and that they had 
the courage and bearing of their 
convictions. Jesus those them in 
spite of their faults because they 
had in them the very root of matter. 

The gospel that they had to preach 
to the people waa the same gospel 
that they could preach to their own 
hearts—a gospel of repentance and 
of preparation for the kingdom of 
God. though they did not realise at 
the tlm*. as they were later to learn, 
that this kingdom was spiritual 
rather than material and temporal. 

How patiently and effectually Jesus I 
dealt with' these disciples: hoar, well
